The internal dissencions of the Prente Nacioral Democrazico (FND) Just after 
the 6 March 1949 olections, in which the Com-mists wore accuged of having 
betrayed their allies, have ended with the less of two Cormmict Party candie 
dates whe were elected, and also the loss of the FND hesdquarters at the corner 
of ierced and Maciver. 


The candidates Juan “egundo Lamatta ond Jose ‘wendaiio, of Valparaiso and 
“antiaso respectively, apparently have lost their cases in the Tribunal Califie 
eador de Dleeciones (Cualifying Election Trilmmal). ‘he elains against then 
were aided ky their ow oxeallies, and especially by the Socialistas 4tutenticos - 
led by Marmaduke Grove and Asdrunl Pegoa. 


The FND headquarters on Monjitas, corner of tlaciver, was rented by the TND in 
the name of Asdrual Pezoa for the purpose of using it as a dentist's study. 

The proprietor of the building is Alejandro Corandari » * Arab businessman and 
owner of a yarn factory, who complained daily concerning ihe hoax that had been 
perpetrated on hin. ‘Taking advantace of the fact that tha center wae in the 
name of a militant of the Partido “ocialista fKutentico, basmaduke Grove made the 
Commmists leave that location and prohibited their holdiry meetings of the FID, 


Because of these iacidents, the seml-lepal organization of the Communist Party 
has been considerably danaced, since there have been public incidents whieh have 
gone against those who served as a sereen. In addition, einilar incidents have 
been occurring in the provinces, The work of the police has veen facilitated 
since the electoral upsets have caused bitter feelings which ied to many accusae 
tions by the disgruntled politicians. 

Marmaduke Grove Vallejos, who lent his prestige as a popular Loader of long stend 
ing for the organizetion of the FND, with the hope of being reclected Senator, 


feels he has been defrauded by the Comnmists, Grove tid suleulated that he did 


not have enough strength in his ow right to obtain his resiect:on on 6 Maren 

and sought collaboration with the Commmists, They offered him 211 their help, 

but after a series of delfberations they convinced him that be should leave his 

place in Santiago to a candidate who would get nore straneth, such as Guillerm 

Gel Podregal, and that he should become candidate for his native Province of 

Atacama. They assured him that aside from the votes he could cotimand personally 25X1A 
he would have Communist support amounting to 3006 votes. Ths result was that he 
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Bee 800, and realized he kad been the vietim of « fraud. "The only thing 
that bothers me," ho said, “ig that they made me ridiculous in HY Own 
province==if they hud lef me in Sartdago ....." Asa result, Grove left 
the FND and many of his partisans have civen detetls of organization tu the 
police in tha province. .
